Telegram Conveys News of Fatal 
Auto Accident 


Mrs. McKenna and two little chil¬ 
dren, of Calgary, have for a short 
time been the guests of Mrs. Tommy 
Logan. On Friday night, in the midst 
of the pleasure of the visit comes the 
announcement by wire of the death of 
Matthew McKenna, husband of the 
first named and brother of the latter. 
It was a shock that overcome the rela¬ 
tives and created a very sympathetic 
interst among the many friends here 
of the stricken relatives. Mr. and 
Mrs. Logan and Mrs. McKenna and 
the children took the first train to 
Calgary, where they still 'remain, Mr. 
Logan returning to Vulcan after the 
funeral on Tuesday. 

The wire contained the information 
that the deceased had been the victim 
of an accident. Later Information was 
to the effect that Matthew McKenna 
and Frank M. Suter were driving in 
an auto which was struck by the east- 
bound Continentifl Limited near Kin- 
ley station, 36 miles from Saskatoon. 
The road runs alongside the railway 
track, which is in a deep cut and not 
Suter asked

It was a fitting finale 
to an event of unusual profit and 
pleasure. 

The instruction in dressmaking ne¬ 
cessitated the purchase of much 
material, and incidentally made Miss 
Scott acquainted with our stores and 
the stocks they carry, and the prices 
charged, and for their excellence and 
the reasonable prices she declares 
Vulcan to be unexcelled.

Marting Hoffman submits this 
plowing record, being the detail of his 
own accomplishment. With a triple 
gang, eight regular horses and one 
extra to put in at times, 140 acres 
were plowed in 13 M days. Seventy 
bushels of chop and 1% tons of hay 
were used for feed; water used on the 
job was hauled 4 miles, and the plow¬ 
man also sharpened his own shares. 
We never plowed a foot in our life, 
but several fellows who know say that 
this is a real record. 

Information of interest has just 
been received by local municipal of¬ 
ficials from Mr. M. Calder, govern¬ 
ment inspector of public works. It Is 
that the road running north and south 
just east of Vulcan, for a length of 
102 miles from Carmangay to Cal¬ 
gary, is hereafter to be maintained as 
a main highway by the government. 
Eighteen miles of this highway is in 
the Municipal District of Royal and 
being so close to Vulcan gives the 
matter a local importance.

In Novem¬ 
ber, 1919, he enlisted with the 82nd 
Battalion, and on proceeding overseas 
was transferred to the 31st Battalion. 
He was wounded at Courcellete. In 
addition to his family he Is survived 
by two sisters, Anna and Etta, and 
one brother, James.

FORFEITED HIS BAIL BOND 


The Mountie Squad at Old Fort 
McLeod is Withdrawn 


It would appear from official re¬ 
ports forthcoming that the I.W.W. or¬ 
ganization was none too well pleased 
when Big Bill Haywod, the uncrowned 
king of that crew, skipped his bail 
bond to eventually land in Russia, 
there to take up the work of the 
Soviet. It is not so much the ab¬ 
sence of Haywood, but the fact that 
those who backed the Independent 
Workers of the World, to give them 
th^ir full title, are out the amount of 
the bail bond, which in his case was 
$16,000, and which the United States 
Government proceeded to collect. 
Moreover, Bill’s example did not prove 
at all beneficial, as it led eight other 
members of the I.W.W."to follow Hay-1 
wood’s load, failing to surrender them¬ 
selves when wanted by the author¬ 
ities. This meant an additional liabil¬ 
ity of $50,000 in bail money, a total 
of $66,000 in all, that the I.W.W. feel 
ohllgated to pay to those who backed 
their favorites by assisting in^ their 
release from Leavenworth prison. 
However, it would appear that up to 
date nothing has been paid the bonds¬ 
men. On this point the following 
paragraph in an official communica¬ 
tion from I.W.W. officials to Haywood 
is illuminating: 

"Every cent of cash and Liberty 
bonds put up for you has been taken 
by the government, and proceedings 
will doubtless be instituted shortly to 
collect the remainder on the real 
estate pledged by your friends. But 
that is not the full result of the tac¬ 
tics that took you to Russia. Other 
defendants have jumped their bonds 
as the result of you going. I enclose 
a full statement of the situation as it 
confronts the defense today—a total 
of $65,000 to raise to pay bondsiTien.” 

Then follows a plea that Big Bill 
make good. Of course, Bill will do 
nothing of the kind, unless he can 
steal it from Trotsky and Lenin, and 
as there is little left in Russia to steal, 
even the church plate having now dis¬ 
appeared, the chances for the bonds¬ 
men appear slight 


CALGARY EXHIBITION 


Old Fort Mcleod, established in 1874 
just after the formation of the Mount¬ 
ed Police, "practically is out of 
existence today as a result of the cut¬ 
ting down process in the force which 
now is in progress. The men at Mac- 
leod are being moved to the Leth¬ 
bridge headquarters. 

The Macleod post has been used as 
training grounds for recruits follow¬ 
ing their preliminary training at 
Regina. Altogether after the trans¬ 
fer there will be between 60 and 60

World meteorology will be of im¬ 
mense importance during the thirteen 
days centering on June 24, particular¬ 
ly in crop weather of North America 
and Europe. This great weather event 
will probably be the most important, 
in a general way, that the 1922 crop 
season will experience. In North 
America east of the Rockies, results 
will be too much rain at a time that 
will do some damage to crops; in the 
Philippines a hurricane will suddenly 
surprise and sweep westward into Bay 
of Bengal; southern Europe will get 
another application of the intense, 
blistering hot wave and a great in¬ 
crease of the dangerous drouth that 
is now only in its beginnings; Austra¬ 
lia and the East Indies shortage of 
rain will be more. severe, except in 


Dry conditions prevail over the 
major portion of the province, and the 
need of rain is urgent, but generally 
speaking the condition of the crops in 
Alberta is fairly satisfactory at the 
present date, according to the official 
reports which have been .received by 
the agricultural department. 

The south-western portion of the 
province has been favored with a con¬ 
siderable amount of moisture since 
May 1, and crop conditions there are 
bettA than for some years, and give 
indication of producing an excellent 
yield. The entire western half of 
southern Alberta is, in fact, showing 
a very encouraging condition. An¬ 
other cheering feature of the present 
situation is that the grasshopper cam¬ 
paign is proving effective in most dis¬ 
tricts and the percentage of loss from 
this cause will be small. - 

The south-eastern and central areas 
of the province, however, are exper¬ 
iencing Ajery dry conditions, and many 
places are in urgent need of rain, but 
the grain is standing up well in spite 
of the lack of moisture. Good gen¬ 
eral rains before the end of June will 
put the grain in very satisfactory

Premier Greenfield Optomistic for 
Return of Alberta’s Natural 


rain. Highest temperatures near June 


Central areas—Dry conditions pre¬ 
vail almost the entire distance from 
Edmonton south to Calgary,, the sec¬ 
tion suffering the most being from 
Olds south to Calgary and eastward. 
There have been some local showers, 
and general rains before end of June 
will put the grain in satisfactory con¬ 
dition. Rainfall, however, has been, 
light over the whole territory from 
Edmonton to Calgary and eastward 
toward the boundary and along the 
main lines of the national railway. 

Northern areas—Northern areas are 
experiencing dry conditions, but the 
crop generally are still fairly satisfac¬ 
tory. Good local showers fell on Fri¬ 
day, June 16, over the Edmonton dis¬ 
trict and south along the C. and E. 
Grande Prairie and Peace River dis¬ 
tricts report some need of rain. From 
Edmonton east to the border and west 
to the foothills, pasture and hay crops 
have Buffered from lack of moisture, 
but the grain is standing up well and 
will / show splendid growth if good 
rainLeome along soon. Frost ten days 
ago did damage to com and to root 


20; lowest near 27; most severe 
weather near 24; scattered showers 
near 27. 

Of course all cash grain dealers are 
expected to buy wheat while the farm¬ 
ers are rushing their wheat from the 
threshers to markets. This is good 
for local cash grain dealers; bad for 
producers. I am advising farmers to 
hold their grain as long as possible. 
Outside of North America the world’s 
crops will be short for 1922 and will 
be immediately followed by a dis¬ 
astrous shortage in Australia and a 
partial shortage in northern South 
America. It is difficult for fanners 
to hold wheat and a great loss to 
them when they all rush their wheat 
to market at one time. 


“We are slowly .making progress 
for the return to Alberta of her nat¬ 
ural resources by the federal govern¬ 
ment," said Premier Herbert Green¬ 
field, of Alberta, at the Palliser hotel 
Saturday morning. The premier has 
returned from an extended visit to 
Ottawa where he has been engaged in 
negotiations on the' natural resources, 
the wheat board question, and the 
subject of the Crow’s Nest freight 
rate agreement with the C. P. R. 

“In the matter of the return of the 
natural resources,’’ said Mr. Green¬ 
field, “I found the Rt. Hon. Mr. King 
the prime minister, a man with whom 
we can deal on that question. He is 
most sincere on the subject and fur¬ 
thermore is a business man, anxious 
to deal with the subject in a business¬ 
like way. I also was impressed with 
the attitude of Hon. Ernest Lapointe, 
minister of marine and fisheries, on 
this subject. Though an eastern mem¬ 
ber Mr. Lapointe takes, a broad-mind¬ 
ed view of the subject. 

“Mr. Lapointe,” continued Premier 
Greenfield, “takes the stand that the 
federal government has been losing 
mortey In the administration of the 
natural resources, and if the western 
provinces desire to take them

SEED GRAIN 


Plan for Marketing Alberta Register¬ 
ed Seed Grain 


"Fishermen are warned that they 
must not keep trout or grayling less 
.than nine inches in length and that 
they must not keep more than 26 fish 
a day," said D. A. Richardson, fish¬ 
eries overseer for this district. 

“They are also reminded, in view of 
the opening of the angling season 
Thursday, June <15, that all waters 
outside the Bow River forest reserve 
with the exception of three,—Trap or 
Flat creek, Peklsko creek and Sulli¬ 
van creek, all tributaries of the High- 
wood river, are open to fishermen but 
that all streams within the forest re¬ 
serve, with the exception of the Bow, 
Red Deer and Highwood rivers, are 
open,” continued Mr. Richardson. 

“Continued sport, in the way of 
angling, can only be enjoyed in this 
district if the fishermen obey the

tisfactory in every way a* the mo¬ 
lasses and its use is greatly reducing 
the cost of control in those districts. 
In the province of Manitoba where an 
extensive campaign has been conduct¬ 
ed for the past three years, no mo¬ 
lasses has been used since 1919 and 
the grasshoppers have been practic¬ 
ally exterminated over large areas by 
the sole use of the bran, sawdust and 
salt formula. It is therefore urged 
that this material be given a more 
general trial. In all cases the mo¬ 
lasses can be reduced to one gallon 
and the salt increased to five pounds 
per hundred without appreciably af¬ 
fecting the value of the bait. 

“The recent rains will greatly in¬ 
crease the effectiveness of the bait 
since It will retain its moisture for a 
considerable longer period and the 
hoppers will scatter less rfpidly 
through the fields. 

"We have found in former years 
that when the hoppers are half 
grown, they are more strongly at¬ 
tracted to salt and that they will feed 
more extensively on sawdust. For 
this reason a further economy can be 
practised viz, that of reducing the 
bran and increasing the sawdust in 
the bait. Recent experiments, con-

Government Doings in Destroying the 
Pest, and General Observations 


PROGRAM 


"The grasshopper organization in 
the province is working like a well- 
oiled piece of machinery, now, and in 
some localities 'in the south we have 
received reports, where the organiza¬ 
tion and co-operation of the farmers 
has been complete, the grasshopper 
pest has been checked”, said Hon. Geo. 
Hoadley, minister of agriculture, in a 
statement issued in regard to the cam¬ 
paign against the hopper pest. 

“During tny tour of the south,” said 
Mr. Hoadley, “I found two or three 
isolated places with a shortage of 
poison bait, but generally speaking, 
every locality was well organized for 
the campaign with a good supply of 
poison. The department now has am¬ 
ple material for poison bait on hand. 
and there is no danger of a shortage. 
Every point can be well supplied for 
the proper handling of the campaign. 

“The farmers are entering keenly | 
into the spirit of the campaign, and 
their enthusiasm is considerably stim¬ 
ulated by the 'fact that the grasshop¬ 
pers are hatching out in millions. 

Stupendous efforts are being put 
forth by the agricultural department 
to meet the situation and carry on the 
organization, which is complete in 
every way, and we have the satisfac¬ 
tion of knowing that our plans are be¬ 
ing heartily endorsed. We are re¬ 
ceiving letters every day of offers of 
co-operation and of congratulation to 
the government in having passed the 
pests act and in having taken hold of 
the organization so thoroughly this 
y_ear. The opinion is expressed in 
these letters that if this had not been 
done, the crop in whole districts would 
have been wiped out. We have the 
satisfaction of knowing that as a con¬ 
sequence of the effectiveness of the 
organization, the percentage of crop 
lost will be comparatively small. It 
must be emphasized, however, that 
there muet be no relaxation of the 
vigorous campaign inaugurated by the 
farmers. 

E. H. Strickland, entomologist in 
charge of the campaign, has made a 
report to Mr. Hoadley on the results 
of certain experiments in various 
kinds of poison bait. Mr. Strickland’s 
report Is summarized as follows: 

"The recent hot dry weather has re¬ 
sulted in a very rapid hatching of 
grasshoppers throughout the infested 
portion of the province. The demands 
for poisoned bait are so great that, 
though there are nearly two hundred 
mixing stations now operating in the 
province, each of which can turn out 
about two tons of the prepared bait, 
it has been found necessary at some 
of them to put on a night shift to 
cope with the demand. 

"Gratifying reports of the rapidity 
with which the bait'has held out¬ 
breaks in check have been received 
from many localities, though some 
disappointment has been expressed in 
some districts where the season has 
been exceptionally hot, dry and windy,, 
that despite the fact that enormous 
numbers of the pest have been killed; 
by the bait,'- they are moving so ra¬ 
pidly into the grain that severe dam¬ 
age continues. 

“This is due to several causes, but 
mainly to the fact that under such 
conditions it is impossible to keep the 
bait moist for many minutes after it 
has been scattered. The small grass¬ 
hoppers feed very little on bait after 
it is thoroughly dry, even though later 
in the season they will take the dry 
bait, especially when it contains salt. 
In such cases repeated applications of 
bait may be necessary till the majority 
of the pest have been exterminated. 

"Despite the hot days the nights 
have been cold and the grasshoppers 
are not feeding to any extent until 
comparatively late in the morning 
with the result that much of the bait] 
that has been scattered soon after 
sunrise has dried out before feeding 
begins- When the soil is moist and 
the nights are warmer, the early ap¬ 
plications give the best results, but 
under existing conditions, a greater 
killing will be obtained if the bait is 
scattered between 6.30 and nine in the 
morning when the hoppers have begun 
to feed, but have not scattered exten¬ 
sively. Bait applied later in the day 
dries out so rapidly that its effective¬ 
ness is quickly lost, and any that is 
applied in the evening when the grass¬ 
hoppers are feeding very little, is 
almost entirely wasted. 

“Though it has been recommended 
that the salt formula be given a trial 
Jn all districts in order that the ex¬ 
pense of the campaign may be reduced 
wherever possible, there ere many 
farmers ere

Supreme Court Hears Appeal of Hon. 
R. B. Bennett 


The Supreme Court of Canada re¬ 
cently heard the appeal in the contro¬ 
verted election case of Calgary West. 
It is an appeal by the Hon. R. B. Ben¬ 
nett, K.C. claiming by his election pe¬ 
tition that seat in the Dominion Par¬ 
liament. Mr. Bennett was on the 
night of the election day declared 
elected by the returning officer by u 
majority of six votes. On the pro¬ 
ceedings for re-count, J. T. Shaw, 
Progressive candidate was declared 
elected by a majority of 16. On the 
petition to judges, the majority was 
increased to 17. The question in is¬ 
sue is whether a certain number of 
votes marked otherwise than with a 
cross only, and with a black pencil 
should be considered valid or not. 

Four different kinds of ballots so 
marked were under discussion: first, 
23 ballots marked with ink were dis¬ 
carded, of which 18 were for Bennett 
and 6 for Shaw. Second, nine ballots 
marked with colored pencils were also 
not counted; five for Bennett and four 
for Shaw. Third, twenty-nine ballots 
were marked with the figure 1; 20- 
for Bennett and 9 for Shaw. The 
question is whether these voters were 
or were not under the impression that 
they were voting under proportional 
representations system, in force for, 
the municipal election in the city of 
Calgary. Fourth, one voter admitted 
at the trial that he had voted twice 
for Mr. Shaw; and Mr. Bennett urged 
that one vote should be deducted from 
the total of votes for Mr. Shaw.

Four purebred racehorse stallions 
and five mares have recently been 
shipped by the Prince of Wales from 
England to his ranch at Bedington, 
which he bought when he visited Can¬ 
ada in the summer of 1919. One of 
these stallions was bought for $66,000. 
Several shipments of purebred stock 
have been made in the past two years, 
the last consignment coming from 
England in charge of a special staff 
from *one of the prince’s English 
farms. 

As a result of the campaign initiat¬ 
ed by the Department of Trade and 
Commerce in England, it is reported 
that at least four important British 
concerns have stated definitely that 
they wjll establish branch factories in 
Canada. One will establish a branch 
in the West, where its products will be 
mostly used, and the others will be 
divided between Ontario and Quebec. 
Other British firms are considering 
the advisability of branching out in 
Canada when trade conditions im¬ 
prove. 

The question of the completion of 
the Hudson Bay Railway will be re¬ 
viewed by the new board of manage¬ 
ment of the National Railway when it 
by the Hon. McKennedy, minister of 
railways at Ottawa recently. Pro¬ 
gressive members in the west approve 
is appointed, was the statement made 
of this work, but meantime until times 
are normal, they favor first the com¬ 
pletion of branch lines in the west 
and in this respect they are right. 

That the Peace River country is ca¬ 
pable of producing more wheat than 
the record production to date in the 
whole of Western Canada, is a state¬ 
ment made by the managing-director 
of the “Edmonton Journal” who has 
been touring the country. He further 
stated he had seen vegetables and 
flowers at Fort Vermillion 600 miles 
north of Edmonton, equal to anything 
he had seen in the gardens of Ontario. 
Wheat yields of 60 and 60 bushels to 
the acre were common. 

Eighty thousand tourists are ex¬ 
pected to visit Vancouver and vicinity 
during 1922, according to conservative 
estimates of the city publicity depart¬ 
ment. A great deal of this traffic will 
be by automobiles. For two years the 
city has been advertising in California 
for tourists and the results to date 
have been very gratifying. For the 
convenience of automobilists a fine 
camp has been established there, with 
running water, hot and cold showers, 
gas or coal cooking ranges, shelters, 
dining tables, etc., at a cost of $6,000. 

Representation have been made to 
those in authority by the Canadian 
high commissioner, Hon. P. C. Larkin, 
concerning complaints from certain 
Canadian firms who allege that their 
tenders for supplies in connection with 
crown colonies have been systema¬ 
tically refused. The authorities deny 
that some tenders as such are refused, 
but explain that in view of the pre¬ 
vailing unemployment in Great Bri¬ 
tain they have felt it incumbent to 
give priority to firms in the United 
Kingdom. 

A total of 12,763,040 acres has been 
sold to settlers in Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan under the Dominion Lands 
Act, according to Hon. C. Stewart, 
Minister of the Interior. Of this 
acreage 4,166,738 has been patented 
and 693,134 acres are not yet patent¬ 
ed. The amount paid in for land pre¬ 
empted is $14,860,067, and there is 
yet unpaid approximately $12,000,000. 
Purchased homesteads totalling 1,322,- 
*840 acres has been sold in these two 
provinces, on which the revenue was 
$8,274,260, and

NOTICE „ 

The Drought Area Relief Act 


Tinsmithing 


New regulations concerning the 
hunting and killing of game in the 
north country have been put in effect, 
as announced by Benjamin Lawton, 
.Chief Game Guardian of the Province. 
For some residents north of parallel 
66 , have been permitted to kill game 
at any season of the year for their 
own use, but this privilege has been 
abused by residents and others. At 
the last session of the legislature the 
Game act was amended to provide 
that no person shall kill game birds 
save during the open season which in 
the case of ducks and geese is from 
.September 1st, to December 14, and 
for prairie chicken and partridge 
from October 16 to October 81. Excep¬ 
tion has been made in the case of 
White Winged Scoter commonly called 
Black Duck. These may be killed at 
any time north of the 55th., parallel. 
In the case of big game the act now 
provides that residents of that part of 
the province residing north of the 66th 
parallel may kill big game during the 
close season only after having obtain¬ 
ed a resident’s big game license, but 
in no case are big game animals to be 
killed during the closed seasons unless 
required for food.

The Drought Area Relief Act has been passed to enable 
persons residing in certain areas of Southern Alberta- and 
their creditors to adjust their accounts, and to prevent the 
dissipation of the resources of needy residents by a multi¬ 
plicity of action and other legal proceedings. 

Any person who has been resident and actively engaged 
in farminu operations in such draught area for at least one 
year prior to January 1st, 1922, and is still resident and en¬ 
gaged-in farming can come within the provisions of the Act. 

The duty of the Commissioner is to endeavor to adjust 
matters between residents in the said area and their creditors 
so as to provide for the satisfaction of just claims. 

Any resident farmer within the drought relief area, or 
any creditor of such resident farmer, can apply to the Com¬ 
missioner for an inquiry into and an adjustment of his 
affairs. 

It is recommended that applications be forwarded at once, 
as if there is any delay the detail work necessary in the ad¬ 
justment of each account cannot be completed in time after 
the crop is harvested. ' 

Any resident farmer, or creditor, failing to make appli¬ 
cation before August 15th next does so at his own risk as it 
may not be possible to get the necessary help and comolete 
enquiries after that date. 

Applications for such relief, and to come under the pro¬ 
visions qt the Act, should be made at once, in writing, to the 
Commissioner, Drought Area Relief Act, 320 Lougheed 
Building, Calgary, so that steps can be taken ip make the

A BY-LAW relating to tbe Issuing of 

Debentures of tbe Town of Vulcan 

In the Province of Alberta. 
WiiErEaS it has been deemed neces¬ 
sary and desirable that the sum of 
$5000 00 should be borrowed on the se¬ 
curity of the Town of Vulcan for the 
purpose of paying for the following : 
Public Park Site. 37 acres . .$3000.00 

Nuisance Gronnds. 300.00 

Cemetery and Fencing. 240.(0 

Cemetery Building. 240.00 

Police Barracks. 800.00 

Street Grading. 725.00 

A«tf Whereas such indebtedness is 
to be extended over a period of 10 years 
from the date of the issning of the said 
debentures and to be repayable with in¬ 
terest at 6j( per annum in equal annual 
installments of principal and interest 
amounting to $679 34 each and payable 
on tbe 3rd day of July in each year dur¬ 
ing the currency thereof. 

And Whkrbas the value of the assess¬ 
ed land within the limits of the Town of 
Vulcan according to the last revised as- 
sesment roll is $111735.00. 

And Whereas the amount of the ex¬ 
isting debenture debt is $800.00 and no 
part of the principal and interest is in 
arrears.

(5) For the purpose of paying the sev¬ 
eral Installments of principal and in¬ 
terest as the same become due the sum 
of $679.34 shall be levied and raised dnr 
ing the period of 10 yeara next after this 
By-law takes effect by a rate sufficient 
therefor, 1 over and above all other rates 
and taxes of the said Town of Vulcan, 
the said sum being sufficient to pay the 
said several installments of princfpal and 
interest above set forth as they respect¬ 
ively become due. 

(6) The said debentures shall have at¬ 
tached to them coupons for the install¬ 
ment of principal and interest, -which 
coupons shall be signed by the Mayor 
and Secretary-Treasurer.
